The new Li.S. ambassador to Israel. Thomas Pickerino. arrive in 
Israel on 28 Juiv and paid a verv brief inspection visit to the 
bureau the followina dav.

HEBREW SECTION 

The economv and the ioint Jordan! an~rai esti ni an delepation 
dominated the sections’ attention durina the month. The month beoan 
with a marathon session Cabinet session to approve an emeroencv 
economic plan the main points of which call for ^75u million cut in 
oDvernment activities, an 18.8% devaluation, a u/- cut in oub.i.it- 
sector wanes but with 3% less compensation for waoe erosion than 
that aiven other workers in the economv. a oenerai price increase of 
17 percent, with manv prices poina up as much as 30%. and additional 
advance tax pavment bv the sel f — empl oved . i-ollowino these measures, 
wanes and prices, as well as the currencv exchanne rate, were to be 
-frozen for 3 months. The pacxane was met bv a ser^e^ wf strAKes 
forcinn the novernment . after several marathon sessions involvino 
Prime Minister Peres. Finance Minister Modai and Histadrut 
Secretarv General Qevsar . to retreat to a 14% increment for private 
and public sector emplovees in their next pavcheck . a 12% increase 
for both sectors on 1 September and compensation to be paid whenever 
the cost of livinn index exceeds 4% a month. In exchanne. the 
novernment called for a 6% cut in public sector emplovment. 
Implementation of this cut is stiii under discussion. 

The subiect of terrorism was covered extensivelv throunhcut 
the month, beninninn with the conviction ana sentencinn of che 
Jewish under around terrorists, and the presures to obtain an amnestv 
for them. The month ended with consideration beqin aiven to touaher 
measures to handle increasina acts of terrorism in the territories.
